The Seer, Lion, Prophet and Trustee 


in Trust, prefanely known as Brigham 


Young, was walking on the main street 
of the city on the morning aforesaid 
when he was mct by a middle aged we- 
man who demanced of him a restitution 
of the money belonging ta her which 
he had held for a long time, and ap- 
propriated to his own use as Trustee 
in Trust.” The lady. was not disposed 
to be longer deprived of her just rights. 
She had probably learned that church 
leaders were not ag honest as they would 
have this community believe, and she 
approached the Lion with unfaltering 
ateps. He was compelled to listen to 
her, and did. as our informant declares, 
receive cpithets not in any manner com- 
plimentary to an honorable man; but, 
full worthy of application to him. Brig- 
ham fell back upon his injured dignity 
and ordered a policeman, or one jof his 
tools, te take her away, which was done.

mission to Europe, and it seems but as 
a for me to appear in’ your midst 
this morning. It seems as if it were on- 
ly a few days since I was in the midst of 
this people, for the days, weeks apd 
months that have paseed, have gone 
swiftly, and it seems as though a great 
deal of the time had not been measnred 
to me, * * 

I have taken a great deal of comfort 
and satisfaction in lifting up my voice 
before the people and I have cried aloud 
and spared not, but told them what was 
in my heart. I felt it was my duty to 
vindicate the truths cf the gospel. I 
have also taken up the laws of the Te - 
ritory of Utah and the laws and Consti- 
tntion of the United States, pointing out 
to them the privileges and rigbts that 
are giraranteed us by those instr 
ments. 

I not only say this of myself, but I can 
say it of my brethren who have been as- 
sociated with me, tor we have bad power 
to put down all opposition that has been 
raised against us, unless it was by an 
ungodly mob that was inspired by the 
devil to getup sticks, und stones and 
every kind of weapon they could pro- 
cure, excepting fire arms, which the law 
of the land forbids them to carry. 


“bere class of men that

We are getting sick of having the 
example.of England cited in defense: of 
every outrage or absurdity which any. 
portiét of thé Ameri¢an publié takes 
into its head to perpetrate. No sooner 
does any officer of the Government, or 
anybody else in the United States, com- 
mit any act, or make any proposition 
more than usually indefensible and fool- 
ish, than a host of industrious antiqua- 
rians and scholars go to work to see if, 
at some time or other, England has not 
been guilty of something of the same 
kind ; and {if it appears that she bas, 
they flourist the ‘precedent in our faces 
witb an air of triumph, as if that settled 
the question. Some people really seem 
to be under the impression _ that our na- 
tional career is a sort of a race in ras- 
cality with England, in which our sole 
object is to keep abreast witb her or only 
one step behind her, and that it makes 
no difference what we say or do as long 
as we cun show that she has said or done 
some thing as bad or absurd. But we 
surely have a code of honor and morali- 
ty of our own. Surely, the exposures 
of her various delinquencies which we 
constantly hear from the press and plat- 
form, are intended to serve other purpo- 
ses than to furnish models for imitation 
to our own fools and knaves. Her-his- 
tory has much in it that is instructive, 
but by far the larger portion of it in- 
structs rather by warping than by ex- 


ample.’” 


PROTECTION TO THE Po1.es.—The fol-* 
lowing letter was written by Secretary 
Seward to the Polish Committee in New 
Yerk to assure them that they would re- 
ceive full protection in this country - 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE,: 
Washington, Oct. 29. 1864. 

To Ronald Jarowoski. Esq.: Six :— 
In reply to your letter which states that 
representations are made to the effect 
that the Poles who come to the United 
States as exiles, are denied asylum, and 
asks an explanation, it seems hardly 
cessary to say. that Poles, like Russians. 
Frenchmen, Mexicans, Italians, British 
subjects. and all other foreigners, are re- 
ceived in. the United States, and admitt- 
ed. on complying with general statutes, 
for the privilege of citizenship. 

It is not deemed an exception from 
this policy, that in regard to Ruasia. 
France and rome other powers, there are 
special treaty stipulations between the 

nited States and State Powers, requir- 
ing the governments mutually torestore 
to each other, persons who desert from 
the naval service, while actually in ports 
of the confracting party.
